R. A. Brotherton of Negaunee 
presented 
a 
slide 
program 
on 
lumbering methods 
to 
members 
of the Delta 
County 
Historical 
Society last 
night

Carnegie 
Public Library. 
Brotherton, a former resident 
of Escanaba, has been connected 
writh the 
lumber 
industry 
for 
many years. His program .showed 
lumbering 
techniques 
as 
they 
have developed from the days of 
the extensive pine logging 1840- 
1 OOO to the present time. 
The first logging camp build­ 
ings had thatched roofs arid no 
floors, 
Brotherton 
said. 
The 
cook’s tire was built in the mid­ 
dle of the dirt floor. Later tar­ 
paper roofs 
were 
used. 
These 
w'ere 
followed 
by 
the 
camp 
buildings on wheels during the 
times of “railroad” logging. 
The Earliest Logging 
The first logs were skidded by 
oxen teams, the oxen 
in 
those 
days were not considered to be 
as valuable as horses, so 
they 
were butchered and eaten at the 
end of the season. 
Horses were used extensively 
to haul log loads dining the pine 
logging days. Today, however, the 
bu 11-dozer and tractor has sup­ 
erseded 
them, 
thereby 
cutting 
I expenses by 5 8 . 
“The first logging in the United 
States was done 500 years before 
Columbus discovered 
America”, 
Brotherton said. Erie the Red and 
his crew logged in the area of 
Maine. A sketch of the pitsaw of 
the type used by these men was 
shown. It was similar to the pit­ 
saw’ used here where one man 
stands on the log. the other be­ 
low' it Tho modern power-driven 
saws of today include the cir­ 
cular, gang and single-band saws. 
Pictures showing the surveyor's 
calculations on log marks were 
explained. The “RT” of bearing 
tree identified the range town­ 
ship and section of the land. 
Lumbering Controlled 
Brotherton told of present day 
logging operations on Grand Is­ 
land where selective logging is 
being practiced.

The Doctor Says ... 


Addison's Disease In Infant 
Is Rare And Puzzling Case

This colum n opens w ith a discussion of 
a ra th e r ra re disease and closes w ith a d if­ 
ficult question w hich has been subm itted. 
A ddison’s disease, nam ed after the 
f a ­ 
m ous English physician, T hom as A ddison, 
w ho described it in 1855, results from d is­ 
ease of tw o sm all glands called ad ren al or 
su p ra ren al glands th a t lie on either side of 
th e kidneys. 
These glands h ave a ra th e r com plicated 
stru ctu re They belong to the glands of in ­ 
ternal secretion. 
They 
contain 
several 
kinds of cells th at form horm ones w hich 
flow into the blood. A chem ically p rep ared 
substance called epinep hiine or adren alin 
h as the actions of p a rt 
of 
the 
ad ren al 
gland. 
Addison 
described 
the 
characteristic 
sym ptom s as anem ia, languor, or general 
w eakness, feeble beat of the h eart, ir rita ­ 
bility of the 
stom ach, 
and 
a 
peculiar 
brow nish change in the color of th e skin 
G eneral w eakness is particularly c h a r­ 
acteristic and the 
deep 
yellow ish-brow n 
color of the skin w hich is due to deposits 
of pig m ent is also 
usual. 
Most 
p atients 
lose weight. P atien ts with A ddison’s d is­ 
ease have a low blood pressure and e x a m i­ 
nation of the blood by chemical tests will 
reveal changes w hich clinch the diagnosis. 
The treatment of this disease, w hich w as 
formerly almost in variably fatal, has been 
greatly improved. Of course, com plete rest 
in bed and protection from chilling and 
muscular exertion is necessary.

Mrs. K. says that 
her tw o -a n d -a -h a lf-y e a r-o ld son has been 
diagnosed as having A d dison ’s disease, and 
that w hen “ he has a spell, ru n s high fev ­ 
ers, has convulsions, he loses consciousness 
com pletely for two or three days.” 
A ccording to her letter, the 
child 
ha* 
been given the usual tr e a tm e n t for A ddi­ 
son's disease and the doctors re m a rk upon 
the rarity of this illness in so sm all a child. 
This certainly seem s like a com plicated 
and unusual problem , since the sym ptom s 
as described are not typical of A ddison's 
disease, and it is u nusual in such a young 
child. In fact, this m akes it difficult if not 
im possible to m ake the 
com m ent 
which 
Mrs. K. requests, oth er than to say that it 
this is truly a ease ot A ddison’s disease, it 
w ould seem to have enough unusual tea ­ 
times to be reported to the m edcal profes­ 
sion in one of the medical journals.
